The judge however did rule 
that the system was illegal and 
said that Dando would not be 
able to recover the $1,485 the 
County Commissioners withheld 
from him for the month of Au 
gust, 1962. Dando would only be 
able to sue the county for actual 
mileage expenses due him, the 
judge said. 
Judge Fullam a Democrat, al­ 
so denied the county the right 
to reopen the controllers’ audit 
for the years 1958 though 1961.

The judge termed as “start­ 
ling” the fact that the commis­ 
sioners had charged the sheriff 
with fraud.

Everything — about sugar, that 
is, except the current spiraling 
price. 
What’s the cause of it? That’s 
what Congress would like to know 
too and has ordered an investi­ 
gation to determine why the price 
of sugar has jumped from 59 
cents per five pound bag to as 
high as 95 cents at some retail 
levels 
Locally, food m a r k e t s have 
raised their prices from 59 cents 
per five-pound bag to anywhere 


from 69 to 89 cents yet report no 
shortages of the sweetener. 


Sugar 
hoarding, 
however 
is 
practically non-existent, with few 
persons buying more than norm­ 
ally the stores report. 
Probably the hardest to be hit 
by the price rise are manufactur­ 
ers of candy and ice cream and 
bakeries. 
Francis W. O’Boyle, owner of 
O’Boyle’s Ice Cream, reports that 
sugar prices have soared from 
$9.50 per 100-pound bag to $16.30. 
an increase of $6.80 per 100-pound 
bag.

Six Lose 
Lives In 
AM. Fog 


NEWARK (UPI) — Six 
truck drivers were killed 
today in a massive chain- 
reaction pileup of cargo 
trucks and cars on the 
N ew 
Jersey 
Turnpike, 
caused when a trucker 
slowed down because of a 
shroud of fog. 


Ten persons were injured. State 
police unofficially estimated dam­ 
age at half a million dollars. 


In all, 15 trucks and three cars 
were involved. The accident was 
believed to have been the worst 
in the turnpike’s history. 


The fog was so thick state po­ 
lice had ordered the speed limit 
on the superhighway dropped to 
35 miles per hour just 33 min­ 
utes before the crash. 


Y. A. Coates of Roseboro, N.C., 
driving a rig carrying 30 crates 
of chickens, told state police he 
slowed down when he saw a blink­ 
ing “Drive Slow — Fog Ahead” 
sign. 
A second tractor-trailer, owned 
by the same company, the Covet 
Trucking Co., and also carrying 
chickens, crashed into Yates’. Its 
driver, Dillard G. Robinson, 26, of 
Siler City. N C., was injured and 
hospitalized. 


Robinson's rig hit a small for­ 
eign car which plunged into the 
Elizabeth Meadows, a swamp on 
the side of the road, after its 
driver leaped out. 


Leroy Potts, an attendant in a 
turnpike

stations, 
saw 
traffic pile up and called state 
police Sgt. Carmen Greco. 


Within seconds, Trooper Rob­ 
ert J. Dowliski was dispatched to 
the scene.

It’s going to be a 
fatal.” 
The crash was made worse by 
half an inch of a tar-like sub­ 
stance poured over the roadbed 
from one of the flattened tanker 
trucks.

The result 
was a chain reaction collision in­ 
volving 13 tractor-trailers and two 
cars.

PHILADELPHIA (U P I)- Some 
injuries resulted this m o r n i n g 
when Negro pickets, protesting al­ 
leged job bias at a school con­ 
struction site, attempted to block 
50 workmen rushing through a 
a hole in the fence surrounding 
the project. 
Several hundred pickets appear­ 
ed at the site at the urging of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement 
of 
Colored 
People 
(NAACP) which has vowed to 
picket all public construction un­ 
less more Negroes are hired by 
the contractors. 
The massed pickets prevented 
workmen from getting inside the 
fence. But one workman climbed 
the seven-foot wire barrier then 
cut open a large hole with shears. 
Some 50 workmen began a rush 
to the opening and the pickets 
rushed to prevent their entry. One 
picket suffered a severe head in­ 
jury and a workman was cut oo 
the hand in the ensuing scuffle. 
Police had stood by but were 
forced to act when the workmen 
began the rush. They ordered the 
pickets to open ranks and then 
escorted the workmen inside. 
Before the fighting broke out, 
Cecil Moore, local president of 
the NAACP, used a loudspeaker 
to appeal to passersby and spec­ 
tators to help pickets. Some vol­ 
unteered accompanied by shouts 
of “Bring on the dogs and fire 
hoses.” 
After the battling, Moore ap­ 
pealed to the crowds to demon­ 
strate peacefully.

brother, Roger Lee, were born in 
East Moline, 111., in 1951, there 
appeared 
no hope that either 
could live as a normal boy. They 
were joined at the top of the 
head. Surgeons had never been 
able to successfully separate Sia­ 
mese twins linked in this fashion. 
Yet Royt Brodie and his wife,
